Tire Rationing Ups 
Patronage On PE’s 
Sierra Madre Line 

Passenger traffic on the Sierra 
Madre line of the Pacific Electric 
Railway has increased \jy ap¬ 
proximately 25 percent since tire 
rationing began, it was revealed 
yesterday by the company’s traf¬ 
fic department. In consequence 
another car has been put Into 
service leaving the station in Los 
Angeles at 4:58, while the 6 
o’clock train now carries two cars. 

Citizens and organizations pro¬ 
testing the proposed 10 percent in¬ 
crease in P.E. fares, contend that 
this increase in traffic will greatly 
improve the company’s returns 
and that therefore it is not en¬ 
titled to any emergency "upping” 
of transportation rates. 

At a hearing on the fare boost 
proposal before the State Rail¬ 
road Commission this week it was 
testified that there had been a 
general Increase of passengers on 
the P-E. lines of 23.7 per cent 
during the first week in Janaury, 
and a slightly smaller increase 
during subsequent weeks.

Injured In Action In Philippines 


Following receipt of a commu¬ 
nique from General Douglas Me-’ 
Arthur, the War Department 
sent word this week to Mrs. Clin¬ 
ton A. Pierce of 375 East Grand 
View avenue, that her husband. 
Brigadier General Pierce, had 
been slightly wounded in action 
in the Philippines. 

On the recomendatlon of Gen¬ 
eral McArthur, General Pierce 
was recently raised from the post 
of Colonel in the cavalry for gal¬ 
lantry in action. The appointment 
was confirmed by the Senate Jan¬ 
uary 29. 

Brigadier General Pierce was 
born in Brooklyn, N.Y., in 1894, 
and entered the Army as a cor¬ 
poral in the Illinois National 
Guard in 1916. He served on the 
Mexican border with the First 
Field Artillery, and in 1917 was 
commissioned a second lieutenant 
of cavalry, later becoming recog¬ 
nized as a crack cavalry officer.

DAYLIGHT SAVING 


Beginning next week, for the 
second time in U.S.' history, na¬ 
tional daylight saving will be put 
into effect as a war measure. 

In 1917, after much country- 
w 1 d e distagreement. Congress 
voted national daylight saving, to 
take effect on March 31. 1918. 
Thus it was almost a full year 
from the war’s outbreak on April 
6, 1917, before the clocks were 
turned ahead. This time, daylight 
ravings is begun just two months 
and one day after the declaration 
cf war Perhaps this difference in 
speed is a fair indication of the 
difference in tempo between the 
two world wars. Swift action, 
prompt decision -speed and more 
speed—seems the paramount de¬ 
mand of today’s lightning war on 
wings of bombers and treads of 
tanks. 

After the lastwar, in 1919, day¬ 
light saving was repealed by Con¬ 
gress over President Wilson’s 
veto, and since then has been 
practised only sectionally.

“Whether It be children, work¬ 
ers or soldiers, the first step 
toward a happy confident atti¬ 
tude is an abundant supply of the 
right kind of food, for on a foun¬ 
dation of good food, properly pre¬ 
pared, we can build almost any¬ 
thing, without it we can build 
nothing," declared Fred Larkcom, 
of the production departemnt of 
the Lucerne Dairy, when he spoke 
on "Nutrition in National !De- 
fense" at the Kiw%nU luncheon 
Tuesday. 

Stating that to respond well 
under strain people must be well 
nourished—a term not to be con¬ 
fused with being well fed— Mr. 
Larkcom said, “We have always 


had the impression that with 
plenty of food on the table we 
have been well nourished, how¬ 
ever it has been proven by pro¬ 
fessional nutritionists that a full 
stomach doesn’t necessarily mean 
being well nourished." 

He spoke of the startling fact 
which confronted Americans when 
physicians began Ao examine se- 
lectee.s and found 40 percent of 
the nation’s young men disquali¬ 
fied through physical disability. 
“Perhaps proper feeding during 
childhood would have enabled a 
high percentage of those rejected 
to pass the physical examination,” 
he said. 

Placing war time feeding 
among the most vital contribu¬ 
tions which women cam make 
toward ultimate victory, Mr. 
Larkcom said, “We axe shifting 
our agriculture more and more 
toward producing those foods 
which are rich in vitamins, min¬ 
erals, and the right kind of pro¬ 
teins. We have started producing 
more of these foods, such as milk, 
eggs, tomatoes, dried beans and 
pork, so that we may have an 
abundance not only for ourselv&s 
but for Britain to meet every pos¬ 
sible contingency. We are using 
the cow, the hen, and the pig, to 
extract from our huge supplies of 
com stored in the ever normal 
granery the vitamin B and A, the 
good minerals and the proteins 
which will furnish the nervous 
energy to drive us through to 
Victory."
